22 Others 
Rescued In 
Chill Waters 


Small Landing Craft, 
Troopship Carrying 
Chinese POWs, Hit 


TNCHON, Korea I* — Twenty- 
eight U.S. Marines were dead or 
missing today after a troopship 
loaded with Chinese war prisoners 
collided with and capsized a small 
landing craft. 
The toll was surpassed by that 
of only one other naval disaster in 
the Korean theater. 
Maj. Gen. William S. Lawton, 
commanding general of the Korean 
communication zone, said 22 sur­ 
vivors—3rd Division Marines and 
crewmen—were rescued from the 
chill waters of Inchon harbor min­ 
utes after the collision between a 
big Formosa-bound LST Handing 
ship, tank) and an LCM (landing 
craft, medium). They were not ser­

hurt.

weighted down with heavy equip­ 
ment. 
Six bodies were recovered and 
22 others were presumed dead 
when the search was called off at 
dusk. The small ship had carried

Are You In Polities? 


Ernest T. Weir, chairman of National Steel 
Corp., made such a good speech about politics 
Wednesday night to an audience of bankers 
in Pittsburgh that it should be read by every­ 
body interested in government. 
Since that is out of the question, here’s the 
gist of his message; That people who stay out 
of politics because they regard it as dirty busi­ 
ness leave the field wide open to those who 
have no compunction about making both poli­ 
tics and government dirty business. 
Everybody should get into the act. advises 
Mr. Weir. 
Businessmen, particularly, should 
get into politics at the working level because 
they have been too busy to realize there can’t 
be good business without good politics. 
He wants unionists, teachers, housewives, 
white - collar workers — everybody — to get 
into politics because that’s the way the United 
States is 
governed — by 
political 
parties. 
Therefore the parties should be broadly repre­ 
sentative. 
In this connection, we'd like to point out that 
only one tiny group has anything to gain by 
whooping up fear of economic collapse because 
the war boom has quit booming and the gravy 
train has been put on a siding. 
They are the malcontents who have been hop­ 
ing for the last 20 years to accomplish a polit-

tration continues the policies of its

No pollster, by whatever mathe­ 
matical formula, can in January 
estimate what the people will do at 
the polls in November. Nor is any I 
one of them so prophetic as to be I 
able 
to 
foretell

events, not only in the U n i t e d ! 
States but throughout the world, 
during the next months. 
Therefore, the pollsters’ guesses, 
implemented by adding machines, 
mean no more than yours or mine. 
It is true that Eisenhower was 
elected on the slogan, "It is time 
for a change.”

change in personalities or policies, 
they did not give the new Presi­ 
dent a Congress sufficiently of his 
own partisanship to make such a 
change immediately effective.

I hower has presented a systematic 
program designed to attack some 
of the problems facing this nation, 
such as the excessive cost of gov­ 
ernment. the modernization of the 
armed services, the rationalization 
of farm prices, etc.

Freedom From Censorship 
Movie-makers. distributors and exhibitors now 
are so close to complete freedom from state 
censorship they can look forward with confi­ 
dence to the ultimate lifting of the last prior 
restraint on their great industry. 
The U S. Supreme Court rulings this week 
against censorship decisions in New York and 
Ohio have narrowed down the field in which 
state censors may legitimately operate to one 
area of judgment — obscenity. 
Since obscenity cannot be defined and can be 
judged only with difficulty, except in its most 
flagrant forms, state 
censorship 
of 
movies, 
which has been on its last legs. is now’ on the 
last of the last legs. 
The need for movie censorship is no longer 
urgent. 
This has been a triumph for the moving pic­ 
ture industry, not a triumph for those who 
have insisted from the beginning that motion 
pictures, being a form of expression, therefore 
were immune to all prior restraint. 
The reasoning used by people who argued this 
way was that freedom of speech and press 
had been guaranteed in the Constitution to 
motion pictures by some historic implication. 
While it may be desirable to amend the Con­ 
stitution to include motion pictures in the con­ 
stitutional guarantee, they cannot be included 
by implication any more than radio can be 
included. 
Like radio they must remain subject to licens­ 
ing authorities which restrict their freedom. 
Like the stage, w’hich they closely resemble, 
they must satisfy local authority in regard to 
the material they employ. Ic fact, the U.S. 
Supreme Court, itself, seems to feel that the 
burden of responsibility for what appears on 
movie screens should rest on local authority. 
Ultimately, of course, the burden rests on the 
audience, itself. Where there is no demand for 
entertainment which raises the question of pro­ 
priety, the question never can be raised. 
The motion picture industry’s responsible pro­ 
ducers, distributors and exhibitors have earned 
the complete freedom from censorship which is 
almost theirs by right of their own good judg­ 
ment. 


IN THE AREA of changing pol­ 
icies, Eisenhower could take the 
initiative.

A Tendency In Farmers 
There is an undertone of uncertainty in the 
statements of so-called farm leaders about the 
new farm program. Its source is obvious. 
The leaders aren’t sure of their followers. 
There is a tendency in farmers to think in­ 
dependently. 
There’s one angle in the new farm program 
that everybody must notice sooner or later. It 
proposes a way to start getting rid of the 
surpluses which have been piled up bv un­ 
realistic pricing arrangements and to start tap­ 
ering off the unsalable production which created 
the surpluses. 
Farm ers like to make money. They like to 
ride on the gravy tram. They like to scil high 
and buy low. They’re no different from every­ 
body cise. But they rely on their own judg­ 
ment for all kinds of decisions which other 
people never are called on to make, and their 
judgment in this instance tells them a farm 
program which starts to get rid of surpluses 
and to taper off on unsalable production makes 
more sense than one which doesn't.

Air Force — Present strength

has about 25,000 men compared 
with 17,500 for the Army) and 
three air wings. 
The cutback in military man­ 
power would account for a big 
share of the reduction in spending. 
Eisenhower estimated the reduc­ 
tion in forces would mean a cut 
in expenditures of about 600 mil­ 
lion dollars for pay, allowances 
and other direct military person­ 
nel costs.

Underscoring the emphasis on 
nuclear weapons, Eisenhower not­ 
ed that “under the recommenda­ 
tions in this budget, expenditures 
of the atomic energy commission 
will rise in the fiscal year 1955 
to the highest point in our his­ 
tory”—from $2,200,000,000 in t h e 
current year to $2,425,000,000. 
He said this increase is due pri­ 
marily to expanded operations at 
AEC plants at Oak Ridge, Tenn.; 
Paducah, Ky.; Portsmouth, Ohio; 
Hanford, Wash.; 
and Savannah 
River, Ga. It is at the new Savan­ 
nah River plant that material for 
hydrogen bombs is being produced. 
Eisenhower noted that the first 
atom-engined submarine, the Nau­ 
tilus, was due for launching this 
month (actually today), to be fol­ 
lowed by a second nuclear submer­ 
sible, the Sea Wolf, in the coming 
fiscal year. 
“ Research on the more difficult 
problems of aircraft propulsion by 
atomic energy will continue,” he 
wrote. 
In the past, Secretary of Defense 
Wilson had indicated a diminished 
emphasis on the atomic airplane 
project. 
Eisenhower obviously referred to 
some basis defense planning poli­ 
cies of the Truman administration 
when he said: 
“Our military planning in pre­ 
vious years has been based on 
several successive assumed fixed 
dates of maximum danger, which 
were extended from time to time 
with procurement and personnel 
plans focused to achieve maximum 
readiness by each such date. This 
budget is aimed instead at pro­ 
viding a strong military position 
which can be maintained over the 
extended period of uneasy peace.” 


Ike Asks S2 Millions 
For Zanesville Dam 
WASHINGTON UP — President 
Eisenhower today recommended 
appropriation of two million dol­ 
lars to resume work on Dillon Dam 
near Zanesville, Ohio. 
This is the first time any m oney 
has been budgeted for the Licking 
River flood control project since 
1951. 
Rep. Secrest told a reporter the 
money would be enough to com- 


! plete relocation of Baltimore and 
Ohio trackage from the river’s 
edge. 
•’It also would be enough.” he 
said, “to keep work going during 
the entire year « starting July I, 
1954!. I think we have a good 
chance of Congress putting up the 
money, too.” 
The 
government 
already has 
spent about nine million dollars 
relocating 77 per cent of the track­ 
age and building a dike. 
Secrest said he thought there 
might be enough of the two million 


left over to start work on dam 
itself. 
Hie dam’s cost was estimated in 
1947 at 16 million. But the cost 
would be considerably less than 
that now. Secrest said.

Cities Told 
How Much Due 
On Road Plans 


Ohio Council Plan 
Sets Up Provisions 
On Major Projects 


COLUMBUS. Ohio UP—The state 
highway construction council has 
adopted a formula that tells cities 
how much they m ust pay to their 
road projects done with council 
money. 
The council is 
charged 
with 
m aintaining and improving 6,200 
miles of the state road system 
which it has designated as m ajor 
thoroughfares. 
Samuel O. Linzell, state highway 
director, 
proposed 
the 
formula 
which the council prom ptly adopt­ 
ed. It calls for these provisions 
before a m ajor road construction 
project inside a city can get coun­ 
cil help: 
In all cases, the city, regardless 
of size, m ay pay one-quarter the 
costs of acquiring right of way. 
A city of from 5,000 to 38,000 
population m ust pay 5 per cent of 
engineering and construction costs. 
For a city of from 38,001 to 100,- 
000 population the share is 15 per 
cent, 
while 
cities 
over 
100,000 
population m ust pay 25 per cent 
of the engineering and construction 
costs. 
Population figures of the last 
census determ ine a city’s paym ent 
category. 
Previously, and before the con­ 
struction council was set up, the 
highway 
departm ent 
asked 
all 
cities, regardless of size, to pay 
25 per cent of engineering and 
construction costs. 
It was decided to vary the cost 
with the city’s size, a council rep­ 
resentative 
said. 
This 
was 
be­ 
cause more of the traffic on a state 
road going through a big city stay­ 
ed in the city, and it was felt the 
biggest cities should pay a larger 
share of the total cost. 
The council has mapped a 90 
million dollar road program for 
next year. With m ost of the money

Ohio law requires the state to 
m aintain state highways inside vil­ 
lages. which are communities of 
less than 5,000 population, whenn 
the proper village officials make 
requests..- 
In all cases, the village will pay 
ail of the public utility adjustm ent 
costs. If the village wants parking 
areas and sidewalks that benefit 
only villagers in the plans, it m ust 


agree to pay for all the cost of 
them. 
Otherwise, they will not be in­ 
cluded in the plans, the council 
says.

WASHINGTON UP - Sen. Hum- 
jphrey iD-Mmn* said today 15 to 
20 Dem ocrats are ready to “ stand 
I behind President Eisenhower’’ by 
'voting against any constitutional 
change in treaty-m aking powers. 
Humphrey said in an interview 
he believes the cou n try's interest 
would be best served by defeating 
efforts of Sen. Brickker iR-Ohio) 
to change the Constitution. 
Eisenhower has said adoption of 
Bricker’s

would m ake it almost impossible 
1 for him to deal with foreign na­ 
tions in m any fields. Bricker says 
his proposal is aimed at shielding 
state and individual citizens’ rights 
from treaty invasion. Lawyers do 
not agree on how real the threat 
of such invasion is.

Senate leaders figure that about 
90 of the 96 senators are likely to 
be present on a showdown vote on 
the proposal, which must have ap­ 
proval of two thirds of those voting 
for passage. If these estim ates are 
correct. 31 senators could shelve 
the m easure. Revision of it. how­ 
ever, requires only a m ajority of 
those voting. Humphrey said he 
doesn’t believe his group could 
m uster enough votes to stop sum 
I action, if a compromise is reached. 
Bricker conceded in an interview 
that some of his backers are be- 
i coming “ shaky.” but he said he 
feels proponents of his m easure

WASHINGTON UFI — President 
Eisenhower outlined a farm bud­ 
get today proposing a IO per cent 
reduction in funds for regular ac­ 
tivities of the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment, but forecasting a loss of 
nearly half a billion dollars in sup­ 
porting prices of farm crops dur­ 
ing the coming fiscal year. 
In his budget report to Congress, 
tile chief executive called for a 
total appropriation of $1,182,284,000 
for rural electrification and farm 
loans, research, conservation, edu­ 
cational, marketing, school lunch 
and crop control activities during 
the fiscal year beginning next July 
I. This was a reduction of $133,- 


553,000 
from 
funds appropriated 
I for these same activities this year. 
But the President predicted that 
the Commodity Credit Corp. — 
agency which finances price sup­ 
port programs—will lose $487,304,- 
000 when it disposes of surplus 
crops at less than they cost the 
agency. Present record farm sur­ 
plus stocks in the hands of the 
government total about 5*4 billion 
dollars, and farm officials have 
predicted they may climb to 7 V i 
billion a year from now.

firm called in by the U.S. Navy to 
m ake the Nautilus, the world’s 
first atom-powered subm arine, a 
comfortable underw ater home to 
the sailors who man her. 
‘‘We thought pictures of peace­ 
ful country scenes would be more 
restful,” said W alter P. M argulies. 
'partner in the firm of Lippincott 
and M argulies. ‘‘But some Navy 
men 
figured 
pictures of 
famous 
fighting ships would be m ore in­ 
spiring. 
‘‘No 
final 
decision 
has 
been 
m ade.” 
M argulies 
previously 
had 
de­ 
signed everything from motor cars 
to cocktail lounges, from vacuum 
cleaners to soup and beer can la­ 
bels, and one of his firm ’s beer 
can labels won first prize in a na­ 
tional contest. 
But he found his two-year job 
of making the new subm arine more 
habitable one of the m ost challeng­ 
ing of his career. And the result 
would am aze the shade of John 
Paul Jones. It is a subm arine’s 
dream . 
The Nautilus is able to stay sub­ 
m erged for two months and sail 
around the world in that time. But 
men in close quarters often get on 
each other’s nerves, and fighting 
efficiency falls off with lowered 
m orale. 
“Our task was to use color and 
design to fight monotony, improve 
living conditions, and provide as 
much privacy and variety as was 
1 possible,” said M argulies. 
In the battle control areas of the 
Nautilus the cologs are crisp and 
sharp, the lights brighter, and even 
the equipment control knobs are 
rough to the hand—to keep the 
crew alert. 
In the relaxation areas the re­ 
verse psychology is employed. Col­ 
ors are subdued, noise is m inim­ 
ized, and there are no plaid pat­ 
terns — as complicated patterns 
have been found to increase sea­ 
sickness. 
What does the Nautilus have that 


John Paul Jones lacked aboard his 
ships? 
‘‘Well, the crew quarters on ear­ 
ly sailing vessels were only about 
4^2 feet high,” said Margulies. “ In 
the Nautilus there are separate 
decks for the officers and crew, 
and plenty of room to stand up­ 
right. 
‘‘The mess hall has yellow walls 
and red seats. Each sailor has a 
flourescent bed lamp, and he sleeps 
on a foam rubber m attress. He 
can sit up without bumping his 
head on the bunk above him, and 
the men don’t have to sleep nose- 
to-toe as in the old days. 
“ There are outlets for electric 
razors, 
showers, 
a 
phonograph 
with plenty of records, a movie 
projection machine, 
and library 
shelves. Each m an has a personal 
locker by his bunk, instead of a 
duffle bag. There is even a place 
inside the l o c k e r com partm ent 
where he can hang a picture of 
his favorite pinup girl—and keep 
her to himself. 
“ The crew messroom can be 
cleared and hold the entire ship’s 
company for Sunday church serv­ 
ices. It can also be used as a gym 
for boxing m atches or calisthenics. 
No, there isn’t space to play bas­ 
ketball, but it is big enough for 
table tennis. 
“ Our aim was to have a well­ 
rounded pattern of comfort — so 
that a sailor could leave a duty 
post, take a few steps and enter 
as home-like an atm osphere as pos­ 
sible. Cutting down the hardships 
reduces the tensions of underseas 
life in crowded quarters. 
“ Paying attention to h u m a n 
needs pays off in higher m orale, 
and we have only scratched the 
surface so far in making fighting 
m achinery m ore adaptable to the 
men who fight with it.” 
N aturally, the Nautilus will car­ 
ry an ice cream freezer. As any 
infantrym an knows, the modern 
Navy 
rarely 
steam s into 
battle 
without a full supply of ice cream .

GOP Chairman 
May Be Ousted 


Creel Under Heavy 
Fire, Bul Calls Slate 
Meeting For Feb. 27 


I 
CHARLESTON UP — State Re- 
publican Chairman Spencer Creel 
has officially called a meeting of 
the state GOP executive commit­ 
tee for Feb. 27, but reports cir­ 
culated here indicated Creel might 
be ousted from his post at least 
three weeks before that meeting. 
Creel has been under h e a v y 
criticism from Walter 
Hallanan, 
COP national committeeman, who 
said the state chairman has not 
called a committee meeting since 
August, 1952. 
The Feb. 27 session at Parkers­ 
burg was officially announced by 
Creel yesterday, the same d a y 
that Hallanan made public a letter 
to county chairmen in which he 
charged that ‘no other state chair­ 
man has ever acted so arbitrarily 
or arrogantly.” 
Creel said' the meeting in his 
home city would include, among 
other things, “filling any vacancy 
that might have occurred in the 
chairmanship.” 
A member of t h e committee, 
however, was reported as saying 
it was 
“probable” 
a 
sufficient 
number of committee members 
had signed a petition to call a 
meeting on Feb. 4. 
The purpose of the meeting, he 
said, would be to remove Creel. 
The source said only 34 of the 67 
committee members would have to 
sign the petition before a meeting 
could be called. He said it was 
probable that more than 
t h a t 
number already have signed. 
Hallanan and Creel exchanged 
bitter attacks this week, but Hal- 
lanan’s letter released yesterday 
left the strong implication t h a t 
he blamed Rush D. Holt of Weston 
for t h e party’s current dispute. 
Hallanan wrote: 
“The question resolves itself into 
this: Is it possible that the one 
man who is responsible for Mr. 
Creel’s being made state 
chair­ 
man — a recent newcomer to the 
Republican Party in West Virginia 
—will be given the power to de­ 
stroy the Republican State Com­ 
mittee and to make it a 
com­ 
pletely impotent organization?” 
Holt, the Republican nominee for 
governor in 1952, had campaigned 
as a Democrat until 1950 when he 
ran for Congress from the Third 
District on the Republican ticket. 
Hallanan wrote county chairmen 
that an active and aggressive state 
organization is not possible 
“so 
long as it is under its present 
control.” 
He described the t i m e lapsed 
since the last state executive com­ 
mittee meeting — “18 long months 
ago” — as “almost too incredible 
to believe.” 
“ It has caused me to feel very 
deeply that committee 
members 
have been ignored with contempt 
by Mr. Creel . . . who has con­ 
sistently refused to call the state 
committee together in the face of 
many demands made upon him.” 
Creel earlier had taken note of 
what he called “bosses” in the 
party, including Hallanan. He said 
Hallanan had shunned his efforts 
to reconcile conflicting elements in 
the party, and that a “small, hand­ 
picked” group had met in Charles­ 
ton on Jan. 15 to plan to displace 
him and elect a "captive candi­ 
date” as chairman.

COUNT THE CIRCUITS To check the 
branch circuits in a new home, 
count the number of fuses or cir­ 
cuit breakers in the main panel 
box. There should be one for each 
general house circuit, plus one for 
each major appliance. Exceptions: 
The electric range, water heater 
and 240-volt clothes drier have 
two fuses each or a double-han­ 
dled breaker. The average home 
should have no less than five gen­ 
eral circuits with at least two of 
20 ampere capacity. In addition, 
there should be several circuits 
for major appliances. 


MORE CAPACITY If you want to re­ 
duce circuit overloading in living 
rooms, bedrooms and other areas 
where No. 14 wire is normally 
used in house branch circuit*, tell 
your electrical contractor to in­ 
stall No. 12 wire and protect it at 
20 amperes.
